(6) Tho! it is very likely, that St Paul might deſign this Epiſtle for the Uſe 
of All the Believing Fews, yet it is with Good Reaſon ſuppos d, that this 
Epiſtle was writ more eſpecially for the Uſe of ſuch of em as liv'd in Jude, 
and conſequently was ſent immediately, or particularly at firſt, to them. For 
which Reaſon it was inſcrib'd, not to the Fews, but to the Hebreui, this latter 
being the Name, whereby the Jews, that liv'd in Fadea, were diltinguiil'd 
from the Jews that liv'd in other (at leaſt Remote) Countries, theſe being in 


contradiſtinction calld Helleniſte, as we may learn from Acts 6. 1. Tie Opi- 


nion, that this Epiſtle was writ Originally in Hebrew, (and afterwards tranſlated} 


into Greek) ſeems to owe its Riſe to the Inſcription of this Epiſtle, 79 the He- 
brews. That this Opinion is altogether Falſe, is evident from this fingle Con- 
ſideration, viz. that ſome of the Texts cited in this Epiſtle from O. IL are nat 
to be found in the Hebrew Bible, but in the Greek Verſion of the LXX. Such 
are thoſe Texts cited chap. 1. 6. and 10. 5.
